The 
republicans of the committee did not 
attend.

Predictions had been made earlier in 
the day of a report to the senate on 
Monday. 

House and Senate Conferees. 

The conferees on the part of the 
house are Representatives Glass, 
Korbly and Hayes. For the senate the 
conferees are Senators Owen, Reed, 
O’Gorman, Pomerene, Shafroth and 
Hollis, democrats, and Senators Nelson, 
Bristow and Crawford, republicans. 

Senate democratic members of the 
conference committee decided at the 
night session not to take their repub- 
lican colleagues into the conference. 
Senator Crawford, one of the repub- 
lican conferees, upon learning that he 
would tot participate, left Washington 
for his home to spend the holidays. 
The house conferees desired to have 
their republican colleague, Represent- 
ativé fiayes, join in the deliberations. 

The house conferees entered upon 
the work instructed to accept two sen- 
ate amendments calculated to aid agri- 
cultural communities. The instructions 
were adopted by the house after an 
effort’to have it concur in all the sen- 
ate amendments had failed. The 
amendments indorsed by the house 
were those providing that six months 
commercial paper shall be eligible for 
rediscount at the federal banks !nstead 
of three months paper only, as orig- 
inally provided in the house bill, and 
giving national ‘banks the right to 
make loans on five year farm mort- 
gages up to one-third of their time 
deposits. 

Depostiors Insurance Fund. 

The senate amen@ment providing for 
the establishment of a depositors in- 
surance fund was mentioned during 
the house deDdDate, but it was not in- 
cluded in the instructions... The house 
confereees, however, held a session be- 
fore meeting the senate committee and 
decided to make a fight against the 
provision. Strong support for the 
amendment on the floor of the senate 
was ev@enced during consideration of 
the bill, and a further fight was pre- 
dicted if the conference report elimi- 
nated the provision, 

The house conferees were prepared 
also to make a vigorous fight against 
several of the reserve requirements 
changed by the senate. On this point 
Representative Glass was particularly 
emphatic during the debate in the 
house. 

“The bank reserve requirements of 
the senate bill,” he said, “would result 
in calamity. Under the senate amend- 
ments the total reserves of the banks 
in cash and credit with the reserve 
banks would be less than the banks at 
present hold in cash tin their vaults. 
Within a few months under these pro- 
visions we would have a saturnalia of 
expansion—of wild inflation.” 

Serious Points of Difference. 

The reading of the bill was begun 
by the democratic members of the con- 
ference committee immediately after 
they met. Within an hour serious 
points of difference developed. The 
house members announced their inten- 
tion of insisting that the secretary of 
agriculture and the comptroller of cur- 
rency be retained as members of the 
committee to organize the new system 
and as members of the federal reserve 
board. The senate amendment removed 
them from both. 

On the number of regional banks 
the house members agreed to accept 
the senate provision that not less than 
eight tbe created, but Inststed that the 
provision be eliminated fixing the max- 
imum number at twelve. They also 
announced that they would insist on 
the house provision that the capital 
stock of each regional bank be fixed at 
five per cent of the capital of the na- 
tional hanks in its district, instead of 
at six per cent of the capital and sur- 
plus of the banks, as provided in the 
senate bill. 

The conferees adjourned just be- 
fore midnight until tomorrow night. It 
was announced that about twenty ma- 
terial points of differences had been 
found after the entire bill had been 
read and studied. No attempt was 
made tonight to take these up but 
many changes in phraseology of sen- 
ate amendments were agreed upon.

competing long-distance lines. 

Right to Use Bell Lines, 

To bring about competition in inter- 
state business, it was pointed out, 
would have required an outlay of 
millions of dollars, and probably would 
have meant loss of a severe falling off 
in the receipts of the Bell and the in- 
dependents that tried to get a long- 
distance business. 

According to figures laid before the 
attorney, general by N. C. Kingsbury, 
the vice president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, who 


conducted the negotiations which led to 


ithe agreement of last night, there are 


more than 20,000 independent telephone 
companies in the country. The opening 
of the Bell lines to all these compa- 
nies, under the simple and inexpensive 
plan, it is declared, will mean that 
every one of these companies has the 
right to make use of the Bell lines in 
every part of the union.

Military men believe the rebels are 
unlikely to commit the tactical error of 
moving on San Luis Potosi and leav- 
ing the largest mobilized government 
force in their rear at Monterey. 

At the war office here it is not con- 
ceded that the rebels will be able to 
take Tampico defended as it is by 2.000 
federal soldiers and the Mexican gun- 
boats Bravo and Vera Cruz. The rebels, 
however, are bringing to the attack 
several thousand men and some pieces 
of artillery.

Living Cost in New Jersey. 

Trenton, N. J., December 20.—The 
cost of living in New Jersey in 1913 
was not as high as it was in 1912, ac- 
cording to the annual report of George 
C. Low, chief of the state bureau of 
statistics and labor, and recently sub- 
mitted to Acting Governor Tavlor. In 
1912 the cost of a test bill of goods 
was $14,600, while in 1913 the same 
goods cost but $13,632, or a 7 per cent 
decrease. ‘he reduction, the report 
said, was due to a great extent to a 
remarkable decline in the price of po- 
tatoes. 

Since 1898, continues the report, there 
has been an increase in the cost.of liv- 
\ing of 27.7 per cent. This increase, Mr. 
‘Low points out, “is not due to a uni- 
form advance in the price of all goods, 
{but rather to the phenomenal rise of 
'a comparatively small number of ar- 
ticles,. principally flour and meats.”

Michigan Not Worried by 


Stand, However—Wolver- 
ines Have Scheduled Four 
Eastern Colleges for 1914. 


By Edward R. Bushnell. 

Philadelphia, Pa.,December 20.—(Spe- 
cCiay.)—Since the Western Intercoile- 
Biate Conference association passed 
into the hands of faculty representa- 
tives of the various universities, its 
conservation has been most marked. 
It has shown that during the last 
month in three instances. 

Primarily it has refused to make any 
overtures for the return of Michigan 
or to let the bars down in any respect. 

Second, it has refused to enlagre its 
membership to take in such universi- 
ties as Nebraska and Notre Dame. 
Finally it has refused to sanction a se- 
ries of basketball games between the 
champion teams of the east and the 
west. The challenge came from the 
east, but was turned down because the 
western professors thought such a s8€- 
ries would be hurtful to college ath- 
letics. 

As things now 
the conference are 2%, 
ever, and it is doubtful if Michigan 
ever returns Unless there is a radical 
change in the attitude of the confer- 
ence. A few years ago there seemed 
to be a disposition on both sides to 
make some concession. 

Then the Michigen student body 
voted in favor of a return. But this 
fall the attitude of the Michigan un- 
dergraduates was entirely reversed, 
and when the football team, by a deci- 
sive majority, voted against returning 
to the conference, the feeling of the 
Wolverine student body was well ex- 
pressed. As things now stand, Michi- 
gan has nothing to [fose. In football 
alone the Wolverines will meet Cor- 
nell, Pennsylvania, Syracuse and Har- 
vard. This gives them four big games 
and a bigger financial return than 
would be possible by playing the same 
number of western universities. g Like- 
wise, such a series is likely to enhance 
the national reputation of Michigan. 

A few years ago there was a justi- 
fiable complaint on the part of west- 
ern teams that they were ignored by 
the east. They felt that they were 
just as strong on the track, the grid- 
iron and the diamond as the east, and 
that if given the opportunity they 
could demonstrate it. Now the rule of 
the conference is that its members 
cannot play games outside of the con- 
ference without its approval. ‘That 
was partly the reason Chicago 
university turned down the offer of 
Harvard for a football game in 1914. 
This means that the universities which 
make up the big nine feel that they are 
sufficient unto themselves, and that 
they are not dependent upon the east. 
It is a highly creditable situation, but 
so different from what existed a few 
years ago as to cause considerable com- 
ment.

YALE ROWING SYSTEM ATLANTA AC. FIVE 


CAUSING COMMENT 


Skeptics Do Not Look for Im- 
provement—Yale Is Experi- 
menting, That’s All. 


By Edward R. Bushnell. 

Philadelphia, December 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—~Most rowing experts are very 
skeptical as to the success of Yale's 
latest venture in rowing. The Elis 
have selected Richard Armstrong, of 
the 1895 crew, as head coach for the 
coming year. This is the answer of 
the rowing committee to the over- 
whelminge demand of the undergradu- 
ate body and alummi for a modern pro- 
fessional coach system. Apparently 
Yale men are satisfied, but to an out- 
sider it is difficult to see in what par- 
ticular the present rowing regime will 
be superior to that which it supplants. 

When Yale removed John Kennedy, 
the old professional coach, James 
Rodgers, a former Yale captain, was 
engaged. He tried for two years, but 
without success, to put rowing on a 
successful basis. The change Was : 
made on the theory that a graduate, 
even if he receives a salary, could in- 
stall a system which would be more 
successful and in keeping with the de- 
sire of Yale to have all the coaching 
done by graduates. 

All of the new rowing authorities 
were imbued with the idea that the 
English stroke was far superior to the 
American, and that it could be suc- 
cessfully taught by amateurs. 
made a mess of things, as most well 
informed persons felt sure they would. 
The result was that the stroke they 
taught was neither English nor Arner- 
ican, and as a rowing institution Yale 
continues to go down hill. 

English Stroke at Yale. 


Last year Yale made a final effort 
to introduce the English stroke by en- 
gaging two of the Oxford university 
coaches. At the end of the rowing sea- 
son conditions were such that a change 
was demanded, but the committee stood

pat and risked its system in a fall race 
with Princeton. The Tigers won so 
decisively that the rowing comnfittee 
was not longer able to stand the flood 
of criticism. 

The selection of Armstrong is based 
on the theory that he, with Guy Nick- 
alls, who has gained such notoriety as 
coach of the Leander crew of London, 
will be able to install an efficient sys- 
tem. Armstrong has had no more ex- 
perience than Rodgers, whom he suc- 
ceeds. Yale men are now congratu- 
lating themselves that Armstrong will 
teach the Boo Cook stroke, the stroke 
that was taught when Armstrong was 
at Yale. But anybody should Know 
that rowing is so technical a matter 
that the fact of a man having rowed 
a certain stroke years azo is no sure- 
ty that he can successfully teach that 
stroke to others, and particularly when 
his rowing years were over nearly a 
score of years ago, the outlook seems 
to be all the more hopeless. It is for 
this reason that observant critics do 
not see how the selection of <Arm- 
strong is any improvement over that 
of Rodgers. 

Nickalls Is Enigma. 


The solution of the trouble will un- 
doubtedly depend upon the amount of 
work allowed to the professional 
coaches, particularly Guy  Nickalls. 
This man is a graduate of Oxford, was 
a great oarsman himself and has since 
been a successful coach. He has yet 
to prove, however, that he can succeed 
in developing a crew from green men. 
The Leander crew is composed of Ox- 
ford men and Cambridge graduates, 
and all are finished oarsmen when they 
report to Nickalls. If Yale brings 
Nickalls to this country during the 
winter season and turns the crews over 
to him the chances are that the Elis 
will accomplish something in rowing, 
but if he is erely an adviser and 
an inexperience | gpte ge oie does all the 
coaching, it need not be surprising if 
Yale is beaten as badly in 1914 as this 


year and last year.

He favors a 
more rigid examination of*persons 
licensed to drive motor cars and rec- 
omends the creation of special bureaus 
for the prevention of street accidents. 
It is also suggested that all automeo- 
bile drivers be “finger printed.”

boundary line between the United 
States and Mexico. Among the hon- 
orary pallbearers are General Bennett 
H. Young, commander-in-chief United 
Confederate Veterans; General Virgil 
Y. Cook, commanding the Arkansas di- 
vision, United Confederate Veterans, 
and General John P. Hickman, com- 
manding the Tennessee division, Uniteg 
Confederate Veterans, all of whom will 
attend the funeral. 

Mr. Cunningham ‘was born in Bed- 
ford county, Tennessee, July 21, 1848. 
He was reared on a farm and obtained 
a meager education which he later sup- 
planted by reading, being largely self- 
educated. At the outbreak of the civil] 
war he iolned the cause of the confed- 
eracy, ag a private soldier He later 
was promoted to orderly sergeant, com- 
pany B, Forty-first Tennessee infantry, 
and then sergeant major of the regi- 
ment. 

Although. his war record was. excel- 
lent, his greatest service to the con- 
federacy was as a histerian. The Con- 
federate Veteran, which he founded, 
and of which he was editor, being de- 
voted largely to historical . naratives. 
He entered the newspaper field in 1870, 
when he bought The Shelbyville Com- 
mercial. In 1876 he bought The Chat- 
tanooga Times, but sold it four years 
later. He next edited “Our Day,” 
an exponent of southern sentiment, in 
New York, but the venture was not 
successful.

HARVARD PROFESSOR 


Monthly From New Haven. 
He Quits Harvard. 


Boston, December 29.—Bruce Wyman, 
professor of law at Harvard, who tes- 
tified yesterday before the public serv- 
ice commission that he had received a 
salary of $833 a month, for’ services 
rendered the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford failroaa, sent a letter of 
resignation to President Lowell, of Har- 
vard, tonight. . 

After saying he had seen no fault tn 
the combination of his functions as pro- 
fessor at Harvard and consulting coun- 
sel for the New Haven road, Professor 
Wyman wrote: 

“T feel that I should embarrass the 
college and the law school, if I did not 
now separate myself from my con- 
nection with them, which, without Tre- 
gard to the onnocentce of my motives 
in the matter before the public, may 
obviously do them an injury.”

They Discuss Government 
Supervision of Issues 


Railroad Officials on Gov- 
ernment Regulation of Se- 
curities of the Railroads. 
Some [Illustrations on 
Both Sides of Question. 


New York. December 20.—(Special.) 
Wall street has been greatly interést- 
ed in this week’s discussion as to 
whether or not the government should 
assume control of railway security is- 
sues. Howard Elliott, chief executive 
of the New Haven, raised the question 
by going on record as saying persis- 
tence in the present policy of the gov- 
ernment towards the railroads would 
lead to disaster. Charles A. Prouty, 
now a member of the interstate com- 
merce commission, but soon to retire, 
to take charge of the physical valua- 
tion of the railroads, replied to Mr. 
Elliott by expressing the belief, unof- 
ficially, that the railroads would have 
a difficult time in securing a substan- 
tial increase in freignt rates until they 
were able to show that they would use 
the money obtained for proper pur- 

oses. “They cannot show this, I 
ear,” he added. “until there is gov- 
ernment supervision of railroad se- 
curities.”’ 

Ex-President Taft, Charles 8S. Mel- 
len, Underwood, of the Hrie; 
Benjamin F. Bush, of the Missouri 
Pacific; President Eustis, of the New 
Haven, and many others, expressed 
themselves publicly on the question 
thus raised. On one side, it was pre- 
dicted that further government regu- 
lation would certainly bring about 
disaster; on the other, it was main- 
tained that the trouble of the railroads 
would not end until the government 
undertakes the supervision of railroad 
security issues. When discussion of 
any subject gets to the point reached 
in this week's predictions regarding 
the outlook for the railroads, truth can 
usually be found half-way between 
both extremes. There is not the slight- 
est doubt but that the railroads are 
suffering from too much regulation. In 
discussing that phase of the situation 
in his book, just published, “The Truth 
About the Railroads,” Howard Elliott 
says: 
. The Fault Finders. 

“Suppose, for example, that some 
men are engaged in the business of 
hauling freight of all kinds from the 
waterfront to the various parts of the 
city. The owners and chief managers 
are doing the best they can to deliver 
coal, merchandise, 2nd other freight 
promptly and cheaply, though every 
pound must be hauled with difficulty 
over slippery streets and up heavy 
grades. Suddenly, however, a large 
number of men appear and begin to 
tell the owners and managers how to 
run their business. None of these men 
has any financial interest in the bus- 
iness of transporting merchandise by 
wagon, and few of them have any 
practical knowledge of it. One man 
says: ‘I have been looking at your 
wagons, and their bodies are not the 
right height from the ground, and you 
must change them. I notice, also, that 
the steps are put on wrong, and the 
buckles of your harness are not the 
right character. You must fix these 
things.’ Another man says: ‘The 
lanterns your teamsters carry are not 
suitable. You “must buy a much more 
expensive kind, and see that they are 
carried, whether they are needed or

not.’ Another says: ‘You must not 


)'ywse a certain lead horse any more, be- 


cause he is not suited to the business.’ 
Another says: ‘I notice you were car- 
rying a calf on one of your wagons.

Another says: ‘In 
our part of the city your wagons must 
not move faster than four miles an 
hour, and you must stop them at every 
street crossin,’ Naturally, the own- 
ers and their managers are somewhat 
confused and discouraged at all this 
interference, and are tempted to say, 
as the the fiddler did in the mining 
camp, ‘Please do not shoot, for I am 
doing the best I can.’ ”’

Washington, December 20.—The seventh 
cotton ginning repert of the census bureau 
for the season, issued at 10 o'clock this 
morning, announced that 12,623,606 bales of 
cotton, counting round as half bales, of the 
growth of 1913 had been ginned prior to De- 
cember 18. to which date during the past 
seven years the ginning averaged 89.5 per 
cent of the entire crop. Last year to De- 
cember 13 there had vneen ginned 12,439,036 
bales, or 92.2 per cent of the entire crop; 
in 1911 to that date 13,770,727 bales or 85.5 
per cent; in 1908 to tnat date 11,904,269 
bales, or 91.0 per cent. and in 1906 to that 
date, 11,112,789 bales, or 86.6 r cent, 

Included in the ginnings were 91,683 round 
bales, compared with 75,772 round bales last 
year, 92,790 in 1911, 106,486 in 1910, and 
140,024 in 1909. 

The number of sea isiand cotton bales in- 
cluded were 69,312, compared with 60,4456 
bales last year, 98,035 bales in 1911, 85,177 
bales in 1909, and 80,816 bales in 1908.

PRICES MOVED UP 


Dealings Were on a Large 
Scale--Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Shares Conspicu- 
ous in the Advance. 


New York, December 20.—An em- 
phatic response was made by the stock 
market today to the news from Wash- 
ington of the American Telephone dis- 
solution agreement and the passage by 
the senate of the currency Dill, Deal- 
ings were on a much larger scale, and 
prices moved up vigorously. It was 
felt that the dissolution agreement, 
besides removing from American Tele- 

hene the menace of a suit uader the 
herman law, would probably lessen 
talk of government ownership of tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, which 
recently has been an active factor in 
depressing American Telephone and 
Western Union to the lowest quotations 
for years. The statement of President 
Theodore N. Vail, of the telephone 
company, that “neither the Bell sys- 
tem nor the Western Union will suf- 
fer,” helped on the upturn. 

Of more influence than the @issolu- 
tion agreement itself was the state- 
ment of President Wilson in that con- 
nection, expressing the administra- 
tion’s hope of helping “to build up the 
business of the country upcen sound and 
permanent lines.” It was felt that the 
American Telephone agreement Iindi- 
cated what might be done in cases of 
other corporations under scrutiny or 
attack, and that, in view of the attor- 


ney general’s expressed hope of avoid- 


ing anti-trust suits, stock market dis- 
turbances incidental to such proceed- 
ings might be minimizes. 

American Telephone was the center 
of excited trading at the opening. The 
first transaction was given as a block 
of 2,000 shares at 120% to 124, sales 
3% points apart being made at the 
same time. The top price was 124% 
a gain of 7 points, which compare 
with the week's low figure of 110. Sub- 
sequently there was a reaction and the 
close was at 122%. Other securities of 
wire companies also were strong. 
American Telephone convertibles were 
bid up 3 points, as was Pacific Tele- 
phone. Stocks of the Mackay com- 
panies, which controls the Postal Tele- 
graph, rose 2% to 3. Western Union 
started with a gain of 2 points, but 
later reacted 5, closing with a net 
loss of 2s. 

The whole market was strong and 
active. Sugar, Nationa! Biscuit and 
Canadian Pacific gained 3 te 4%. Ad- 
vances in general ranged from 1 to 1%.

The Uses of Maple. 

(From The Outlook.) 

Though at one time in the early his- 
tory of the country an average of six 
thousand maple trees were destroyed in 
clearing the ordinary New York or 
Pennsylvania farm, maple is today, ac- 
cording to the department of agricul- 
ture in one of its interesting tree bul- 
letins, one of the most widely used and 
valuable native hardwoods. The wood 
finds place in an enormous number of 
articles in daily use, from rolling pins 
to pianos and organs. It is one of the 
best woods for flooring, and is always 
a favorite material for the floors of 
roller skating rinks and bowling al- 
leys. It leads all other woods as a ma- 
terial for shoe lasts, the demand for 
which in Massachusetts alone exceeds 
thirteen million board feet annually. 

Sugar maple stands near the top of 
the list of furniture woods in this 
country. The so-called “birdseye” 
fect, the wg, ebagnee explains, is prob- 
ably due to buds which for some reason 
ean not force their way through the 
bark, but which remain just beneath it 
year after year. The young ood is

AGENT OF COLOMBIA 
FLEES FROM PANAMA

Panama, December 20.—AS8 a result of 
the anti-Colombian demonstration here 
Thursday night, when several houses 
occupied by Colombians were stoned, 
‘Sanchez Ramirez, the confidential 
agent here of the Colombian govern- 
ment, sailed for home today, for reasons 
of safety. 

Senor Ramirezs departure was in no 
way urged by the Pan ma government, 
which. on the contrary, offered him an 
armed guard until the temper of the peo- 
ple had become calmer. he Colombian 
agent decided, however, that his useful- 
ness here was over. He made the trip 
to Colon with Ernesto Lefevre, minis- 
ter of foreign relations, and during his 
stay there was guarded by policemen. 

The outburst against Colombians 
grew out of an article published in a 
newspaper at Barranquilla, Colombia, 
containing, among other statements, 
one that the people of Panama desired 
to return to the Colombian fold. A 
local partisan replied with a bitter arti- 
which in turn brought forth a 
statement from Colombia's confidential 
agent and it was against him that 
popular indignation was directed. 

It is thought probable that the Co- 
lombian government will resent the 
incident, which is considered unfortu- 
nate, at this time, in view of the nego- 
tiations looking to a new tripartite 
treaty.

school for wayward girls. 

Accordingly a committtee was form- 
ed. consisting of Miss Rhoda Kaufman, 
chairman; Mrs. H. B. Wey, Miss Cleve- 
land Zahner. Miss Bernice Kaufman, 
Mrs. kL. H. Moss, Miss Cornelia Cooper 
and Miss Antoinette Blackburn. This 
committee sent out letters to all the 
women’s clubs of the state, stressing 
the need of a training school for way- 
ward girls and urging upon the mem- 
bers of each club, first, to see their 
respective legislators and win their 
promise of support for a bill providing 
for a school of this Kind, and, second- 
ly, to report results to our committee. 
The campaign thus started was siven 
the indorsement of the executive board 
of the state federation and of our state 
president, Mrs. Fitzpatrick. 

The following week Mrs. Harvie Jor- 
dan devoted the federation page in The 
Atlanta Constitution to the cause and 
this was the beginning of newspaper 
support throughout the entire state. As 
favorable editorials appeared from 
time to time, marked copies of the pa- 
pers were sent to the clubs and to 
each and every legislator. Literature 
on the subject provided by the prison 
association was also sent out, and ar- 
rangements were made, wherever pos- 
sible. for Mr. Philip Weltner to speak 
at the district conventions on the need 
of the training school. Mrs. Martha 
P.-Falconer, recognized a. one of the 
foremost workers in this field of work, 
in charge of. the Pennsylvania state 
school, spoke to a large gathering in 
Atlanta under our auspices. Some time 
later the Southern Sociological con- 
vress, meeting in Atlanta, passed reso- 
lutions indorsing our campaign. 

in each locality the various’ clubs 
followed this same line and soon re- 
ports from all over the state were sent 
in, stating what had been accomplish- 
ed by the individual clubs, and what 
legisiators had been pledged to support 
the bill in the coming legislature. So 
thoroughly was this work done that 
when the legislature convened there 
was scarcely a member but Knew of 
the need of a training school for girls. 

Piven after the assembly met, let- 
ters continued to come to the legisla- 
tors urging them to vote for the school, 
and the daily papers kept the issue be- 
fore the public with strong editorials. 
When the bill was referred to the com- 
mittee, strong delegations appeared to 
urge i¢4s passage, and finally on the 
last dav of the session the bill was 
passed providing $20,000 for a _ state 
training school for wayward girls, 
splendid reward for our year’s work.

Dr. Thornwell Jacobs tells the story 
of Oglethorpe university.

This dance 
came from the very soul of happiness, 
and was not a “turkey trot” or a 
“tango,” but in their vernacular called 
“eut the pigeon wing,” and every mus- 
cle in the body was brought to play. 
With a grateful speech from the 
foreman to the beloved “Old Massa,” 
they dispersed to enjoy their holiday 
parties, and never were people happier 
during the Christnfas festivities than 
the old-fashioned darkey of the south. 
The gentry of those days spent the 
week of Christmas in a round of social 
gayeties from one family to another. 
for they were in the midst of plenty 
and prosperity and enjoyed sharing it 
with each other and dispensing bless- 
ings to those not so fortunate. Truly 
the memory of those happy days is’ 
like a brilliant symphony of harmoni- 
ous music that ever lingers in the 
soul with a radiant glimpse of ail the 
beautiful forms of times long gone 
floating through the cheering vision.

A FU/ILE STALKING HORSE. 


A good many, follies and crimes have 


been perpetrated under the guise of section- 
alism, but few of a more glaringly bungle- 
some nature than that elsewhere excoriated 


in an editorial reproduced from The New 


York Commercial. Our contemporary says 


that in certain interested quarters there is 
an attempt to encourage the belief that leg- 
islation to correct the evils of the New York 
Cotton Exchange have in view the extermi- 
nation of that institution for the benefit of 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange. The 
ascendancy of southern democrats in con- 
gress is, of course, the sole colorable pretext 
for such a stupid libel. 

As The Commercial intimates, such an 
allegation will not for a moment be seri- 
ously entertained by sane Americans any- 
where, north or south, Initial proceedings 
against the New York Cotton Exchange be- 
gan in 1906, under a republican administra- 
tion. The report of a republican commission- 
er of corporations wertt farther in condem- 
nation of the same practices that aroused 
southern resentment than any subsequent 
criticism could have done. The Constitution 
has too often pointed out the distinction 
between the New Orleans and the New 
York institutions to require repetition. The 
one is situated in the heart of the cotton 
belt, and trails economic laws. The other 
takes advantage of its remoteness from the 
cotton belt, and of its location in the finan- 
cial capital of the nation, to juggle, distort 
priges and beat down quotations in a pure 
gambler’s game of manipulation. 

The New York Cotton Exchange has its 
legitimate functions, in the exercise of which 
it is not going to be disturbed. But it has 
developed excrescences and perversions that 
are going to be pruned, with its co-operation 
preferably, without its co-operation if the 
government finds it is necessary thus to re- 
move ills of many decades’ accumulation. 
The sooner that is understood the sooner 
will we see the case faced on its merits, and 
not beclouded by unlovely and archaic ap- 
peals to prejudice and sectionalism. 

The New York Commercial, in 
shadow of the exchange itself, has consist- 


-ently held the position taken by, The Con- 


stitution. Its rebuke is, therefore, more 
potent than one from us, and The Commer- 
cial says all that really needs to be said op 
the subject. Disgruntled critics of the gov- 
ernment’s course would be more ingenuous 
and less humorous if they remembered that 
square dealing is a matter of common ethics, 
and that ethics are not limited by sentiment 


or geography. 


UNPATRIOTIC JFREMIADS. 


Speaker Champ Clark rang the bull’s-eye 
of national approval and unvarnished com- 
mon sense when he witheringly rebuked the 
calamity howlers in the republican camps of 
congress. The speaker denounced the dge 
predictions uttered in the house and senate 
as a “republican conspiracy the 
progress oj the countr®’ ‘The language may 
be a little severe, but there is small doubt 
that the reiteration of gloom in which sev- 
eral republicans have been indulging cannot 
be without its psychological effect. As the 
speaker said, if you keep on telling a well 
man that he looks sick the probabilities are 
hel will achieve a fever. 

The reprehensible feature of these parti- 
san jJeremiads is that they are based on facts 
wholly distorted. The burden of the repub- 
lican wails is that business is slowing up 
solely because of the new tariff and the im- 
pending currency bill. The effort is, of 
course, to resurrect the old political super- 
stition, never justified save by sophistry, 
that prosperity comes in with the repub- 
licans and goes out with the democrats. As 
a matter of accuracy, all non-partisan na- 
tional authorities are in agreement that the

WILSON’S EARNED VACATION 

Announcement is miade that President 
Wilson will begin a three weeks’ holiday 
immediately following his signing of the 
currency bill. 

Aside from one or two war presidents, 
no man who has sat in the white house 
more thoroughly deserves a vacation than 
does Woodrow Wilson. 

Since the fourth day of March he has 
been continuously on duty, wrestling wfth 
legislative crises and new conditions that 
rarely face an American president. His has 
been the responsibility of guiding the demo- 
cratic party during the first critical year 
of its return to power after two decades of 
submergence. 

The strain here involved has been heavy 
enough to tax the endurance of a man more 
robust than the president. But to these 
elements were added the discharge of his 
duties while governor of New Jersey and 
president-elect, and the enormous mass of 
detail that faced him for several weeks be- 
fore his inauguration. 

In all he has pleased the country. Com- 
pare his first experiences with congress with 
the similar period of his ill-starred prede- 
cessor, and the contrast is conclusive, 


Surely he has earned a rest! ” 


A TRAIL TO RICHES. 


For several decades The Constitution has 
preached the essential virtues and dividends 
of thrift and intensive development to the 
people of Georgia. The Bank of Cherokee, 
at Canton, of which Gus;Coggins is presi- 
dent and F. M. Reeves vice president and 
cashier,, drives home these principles in a 
recent public .statement, and its substance 
ought to make excellent material for New 
Year’s resolutions to the people of Georgia. 
The value of advice from a country banker 
is hard to estimate. He comes into personal 
contact with the men who make wealth. He 
knows their weaknesses and their possibili- 
ties like a mariner knows chart and com- 
pass. 

Here is the striking statement in which 
our friends at Canton tell us that we had 
best qualify our boasts about Georgia’s 
richness until we revise our economic pro- 
cedure: 


We are not rich in Georgia. 
to flot a bond issue of only $4,000,000 
our governor recently went east. The 
savings accounts in the banks of Geor- 
ria amount to $10,000,000; those of 
Massachusetts $840,000,000. The peo- 
ple and the banks of Massachusetts are 
able to buy their own bonds and ours, 
too. Our state is in debt to other sec- 
tions of our country; therefore, we are 
not rich. We are in possession of our 
territory, our government, and our mu- 
nicipalities: but somebody else owns 
us besides our own people. Our news- 
papers and our entire people need to 
preach and put into practice the creed 
of saving money. So long as the entire 
emphasis is put on the spending side and 
the saving side left out of account, we 
will continue to be poor and be in debt 
to the other part of the world. 


Georgia IS rich, comparatively speaking. 
Put her by the side of other southern 
states, and she looms commandingly. Put 
her income for the past years, and especially 
this year, by the side of the incomes of 
states throughout the union, make allowance 
for difference in population and the tremen- 
dous handicap of the civil war, strike a 
balance and the result will speak for itself. 

But Georgia is POOR, in and for these 
reasons: 

Poor in that we are giving to spending 
rather than saving. Poor in neglecting or 
minimizing the possibilities for wealth 
which, if possessed by any other common- 
wealth such as Massachusetts, would be 
speedily waked up and put to work. Poor, 
in that we send away, give away literally 
speaking, to other sections millions of dol- 
lars annually for the necessities of life that 
should be raised on Georgia acres. 

These are some of the reasons why the 
governor of Georgia must go outside the 
state to negotiate a comparatively small 
state loan. They explain, partially, why 
Massachusetts has $840,000,000 in savings 
accounts and Georgia only $10,000,000. It 
is true that the Bay State, as well as other 
northern and western states, had no such 
fearful tax as the tax of reconstruction, 
from which we are just making a complete 
recovery. It is also trie that the state of 
Massachusetts has no such combined assetg 
as the cotton crop, king of world staples, a 
soil that will produce everything needful to 
water power in 
abundance and a climate that ranges from 
the sub-tropic almost to the arctic. 

The man who is poor but possessed of 
great latent resources saves his money and 
develops those resources, if he is wise. 
Georgia should and will pursue the same 
policy. We will cease the economic folly 
of feeding the prosperity of other sections 
with money for foodstuffs we should raise 
ai home. We will pile up an export margin 
o*’ food.

The current year has poured into the 
lap of the south from agricultural sources 
alone the stupendous total of $3,000,000,000.

That issue is the sub- 
ject of a sound article in a recent issue of 
The Manufacturers’ Record, in which the 
opportunities opened to the farmer are 
pointed out, along with the inevitable pit- 
falls.

If the huge increment of the 
present year is sanely invested advance- 
ment in agriculture and the improving of 
farm life conditions can receive an impetus 
the “effects of which will be permanently 
visible. It is to the pocketbook interest of 
bankers and farmers to consult freely, for 
no radical progress can be made in shaking 
off the tyranny of the all-cotton feti¢h and 
in improving conditions generally unless 
there is a working understanding between 
these two great factors in the south’s eco- 
nomic scheme.

NATIONAL SNOBBERY. 


Regardless of party, Secretary of State 
Bryan will have the country back of him in 
his demand that we provide suitable dwell- 
ings for our diplomatic representatives 
abroad. Mr. Bryan asked the house com- 
mittee on foreign relations the other day to 
appropriate enough money to purchase suit- 
able legation headquarters in several impor- 
tant world-capitals, Sentiment favorable to 
this reform is already crystallizing and we 
may reasonably hope that in a few years 
a scandal of indefensible proportions will 
have been wiped out. 

The same day Mr. Bryan was making his 
plea to the house committee, William F. 
McCombs was telling why he did not accept 
the ambassadorial post to France. The sal- 
ary, he said, was $17,500. To sustain the 
position in a manner commensurate with the 
reputation of this nation and the unwritten 
laws of international diplomacy it cost, he 
said, about $150,000. “I couldn’t afford the 
luxury of serving my country,” he said. 
“I’m returning to the practice of law as a 
means of livelihood.” 

That’s the whole thing in a nutshell. Our 
alleged anxiety to rebuke the snobbery of 
the old world has made us appear ridicu- 
lous, affected and stingy before the nations. 
fn the days of Jefferson, when America was 
young and poor and the word “démocracy” 
identical with poverty and lack of garnish- 
ment, we might have been justified in per- 
mitting our representative to go ragged in 
foreign courts or pay their own way. That 
excuse no longer exists. America is among 
the richest of the nations. We are cultured 
enough to recognize the amenities of polite 
society. 

In view of these facts, it is about time 
that we redeemed the somewhat dubious 
standing of the nation in this respect. For- 
tunately, we have available for foreign ser- 
vice plenty of men who have ability as well 
as riches. But a custom that bars poor men 
from the highest places in our foreign ser- 
vice is in itself an aggravated form of that 
snobbery we affect to so whole-heartedly 
despise.

The name of Louise Colet claims a con- 
spicuous place in the list of the famous 
women of the French romantics period. Al- 
though her writings are no longer read, her 
reputation lives; but there was a time when 
men of letters spoke of her as “the tenth 
Muse,” and wrote her letters beginning “My 
dear Sapho.” 

Louise Colet was born at Aix in Septem- 
ber, 1810. She went with her husband to 
Paris in 1835, and a year later appeared her 
first volume of verse, “Fleurs du Midi.” Pre- 
vious to this she had made a reputation by 
contributing to the poets’ corners of pro- 
vincial newspapers. At an early age she had 
married a young musician. He was an ex- 
cellent man who succeeded in life, becoming 
a professor at the Paris Conservatoire; but 
soon after reaching Paris the couple quar- 
reled and lived apart. 

When the Colets reached Paris Louise 
had some talent, she was beautiful, and had 
eloquent blue eyes and luxuriant black hair. 
Some one presented her in Madame Recam- 
ier’s salon, and she maintained her footing 
there and soon came to receive many of the 
habitues of the Abbey-aux-bois in @ literary 
salon of her own. Most of her literary con- 
temporaries of the forties and early fifties 
knew her. 

One of her greatest admirers was Victor 
Cousin, the eminent philosopher. At its 
beginning Cousin was forty-six and she was 
twenty-eight; and his great merit in her 
eyes would seem to have been his influence 
in determining the award of the literary 
prizes in the gift of the Academy. She per- 
mitted, or perhaps invited, a more than 
friendly intimacy, with the result that she 
won a prize. 

It was not in ftself a very startling or 
a very compromising coincidence: but it 
happened that Alphonse Karr—a_ clever 
young man, pushing his way in journalism, 
got hold of the story and made fun of it. 
He had no title to do so—certainly he was 
not himself a man of impeccable virtue. 
He lived apart from his wife, and was one 
of the gallants who preceded Victor Hugo 
in the favors of the lady.

knife with a black handle—and set out to 
call on him. 

He received her in his dressing gown and 
disarmed her without removing his cigar- 
ette from his lips; and he kept the carving 
knife and hung it up on the wal! of his 
study, with the inscription: “A present from 
Louise Colet.” The story compromised Vic- 
tor Cousin in the eyes of persons, who con- 
sidered that philosophers ought to confine 
themselves to philosophy; and it certainly 
throws light upon the temper and disposi- 
tion of the lady. 

Louise was as intense as she was beau- 
tiful, and as passionate as she was inspired. 
Her dramatic genius—she tried to write for 
the stage and Victor Cousin got one of her 
pieces produced—manifested itself in “scenes” 
of which Alphonse Karr was by no means 
the only victim. Sainte-Beauve was an- 
other. 

Her visit to him was due to his refusal 
either to write a preface to her poetical 
works, or to review them. “You must per- 
mit me,” he had written, “to admire you in 
silence, without being required to explain to 
the public the precise point at which my 
admiration for you ceases. It is a modest 
request and I cannot believe that you will 
insist.” 

But Madame Colet did insist and called 
upon the critic for the purpose of doing so. 
History does not relate whether ‘she carried 
a carving knife on that occasion or not: but 
Sainte-Beauve feared that she might be car- 
rying one, and as a precautionary measure 
slammed the door in her face. 

Then came her love affair with Flaubert 
—the famous Flaubert. Although he was 
considerably younger than Louise, he was 
dreaming of literary glory, and he looked 
upon her as one who would guide him to 
fame. When she told him about her quarrel 
with Sainte-Beauve, she had only to speak 
the word, he said, and he would box the 
insolent fellow’s face or kick him down the 
stairs. But she did not press the point. The 
time soon came when her lover’s devotion 
seemed to relax, 

Admirers of Louise Colet have always 
affirmed that she was badly used on account 
of jealousy at a period when Paris was filled 
with such a sentiment, and that she was 
gentle and kind, but that she was fre- 
quently driven to desperation by these 
who took it upon themselves to besmirch 
her character. They never believed that she 
had & murderous intent on Karr, nor ‘that 
she ever seriously injured anybody, although 
She was frequently almost driven to des- 
peration-by the attacks heaped upon her in 
the gossipy Parisian newspapers, 


NEW YORK PAPER 
CALLS COMMENT . 
UNWORTHY BIAS 


(From The New York Commercial.) 

Our calendar indicates that a considerable 
period of time has elapsed since the civil 
war. We believe it fair to contend that the 
average southerner and northerner have 
made a conscientious and successful effort 
to do away with the “bloody shirt.” Now 
and then either a bad liver, poor digestion 
or immature judgment causes a would-be 
disturbing flash in the pan. There has re- 
cently appeared in the columns of at least 
one newspaper—perhaps others—a sugges- 
tion that all of the discontent and proposed 
regulatory legislation anent the rules and 
practices of the New York cotton exchange 
find their genesis in an underground and un- 
worthy attempt on the part of southerners 
in the federal service to exact such statu- 
tory requirements as will put the New York 
cotton exchange out of business and create 
a condition that will make the New Orleans 
cotton exchange the beneficiary. 

This kind of claptrap cannot possibly de- 
ceive anyone, hor does it in any sense 
strengthen the position of the New York 
cotton exchange, even though it might be 
printed at the behest or suggestion of some 
of its disgruntled membership. The plain, 
baldheaded facts are that there is not a 
scintilla of truth in the assertion by any- 
one—newspapers or otherwise—that section- 
alism enters into the situation in any re- 
spect. The truth is that the federal gov- 
ernment, as long ago as 1906 and distinctly 
because of what it regarded to be unfair, 
unjust and unsatisfactory practice, caused an 
exhaustive investigation to be made into 
the affairs of the New York cotton exchange, 
with the result that Herbert Knox Smith, the 
representative of the United States govern- 
ment, submitted a report containing much of 
direct condemnation. This did not suffice to 
cause those in control of the New York 
cotten exchange to revise their rules or 
amend their practices. Hence, a situation 
already objectionable became decidedly in- 
tensified and has resulted in the introduction 
in the present congress of bills relating to 
dealings in cotton futures, fixed differences, 
commercial differences, etc. 

It is alleged that there is a covert at- 
tempt involved in the introduction of these 
bills to do “something” that is not plain 
to those identified with cotton and to do 
“something” in the name of “reform.” This 
causes us to smile. If any one will read 
the Smith-Lever bill and the Clark bill and 
has any knowledge whatever of cotton and 
cotton trading in its varied ramifica- 
tions, it is inconceivable that a sane man 
so doing could possibly misunderstand the 
exact motive of such measures, They are

FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

2 lbs. raisins (seeded), 2 Ibs. currants, 1 
lb. best pastry flour, 4 nutmegs, 1 1-2 table- 
spoons cinnamon, 1 tumbler wine and brandy 
mixed, 12 eggs, 1 lb. citron, 1 Ib. sugar, 1 
tablespoon macé, 1 lb. butter. 

Beat the butter to a cream, then add the 
Sugar gradually and beat thoroughly. Beat 
the eggs without séparating the yolks and 
whites until they are creamy and very light. 
Then add them to the creamed butter and 
Sugar. Mix in the flour with which the 
spices have been sifted. Wash, dry and cut 
all of the fruit into small pleces, then 
dredge them well with flour and stir into the 
cake. Take an extra large tumbler full of 
any sweet wine and brandy mixed and stir 
into the cake last. Port of a good vintage 
Sives a very fine flavor. Turn the mixture 
into a well-greased pan and bake for three 
hours at least.

Washington, December 20.—The law 
prohibiting the cpening of postoffices 
and delivery of mail on Sunday has 
added largely to the cost of the postal 
service and “materially lessens its ef- 
ficiency,” according to the annual re- 
port of Daniel C. Roper, first assistant 
postmaster general. Mr. Roper sug- 
gests that it would be in the interest 
of both the service and the employees 
to amend the law so as tc’ authorize 
Sunday work and grant compensatory 
time off to employées assigned to Sun- 
day. duty 

The experimental! delivery of mail in 
villages has been a failure, Mr. Roper 
reports, and he recommends that the 
be discontinued on June 30, 

1914. He recommends that the com- 
pensation of rural mail carriers be 
‘changed from a mileage tev an eight- 
hour basis “and that the carriers be 
2 BB gy to deliver mail regardless 
of the distance from the postoffice or

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Beilis’ Own Stor y of Persecution 
And of His Prison Lif ein Russia 


The graphic stories of prison life in 
Russia by Tolstoy and other famous 
authors may be accurate in most of 
the essentials, says The Literary Di- 
gest, but they cannot be like narra- 
tives from a person who knows from 
experience what it means to be incar- 
cerated as a religious or political sus- 
pect in one of the czar’s jails. The 
novelists do not exaggerate, however, 
they only write in a less intimately 
personal vein. Proof of this fact is 
found in Mendel Beilis’ story of the 
persecution that he was subjected to 
pending his trial at Kief on a charge 
of killing Andrew Yushinsky, a Chris- 
tian boy, to get blood for sacramental 
purposes. Beilis talked with a corre- 
Spondent of The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger shortly after his acquittal. He 
said: 

In March, 1911, the body of the Yushinsky 
boy was found in the brickyard where I was 
employed. I had been nusy al! day and did 
nol pay much attention to the discovery, in 
fact it was not until the day of the funeral! 
that my attention was really brought to the 
case. On that day a frrend of mine, Mr. 
Zacharchenko, who owns the house where 
Vera Cheberiak lives, said to me: “Mendel, 
t have just been to the funeral of the 
Yushinsky boy. and while there I saw a lot 
of handbills. distributed and they said that 
the Jews had killed the boy.’ 

Even then I did not pay much attention 
to my friend’s words and forgot the matter 
entirely until some three months later. 

It wes then that the local prosecuting at- 
torney called at my house and examined 
the premises thoroughly. He also went to 
the brickyard and carefully went over the 
works and grounds, He went away with 
out saying anything to me. Two days later 
a number of spies, dressed as tramps, came 
to my house. They behaved like animals, 
talked about ritual murder and tried to 
frighten me in numerous ways. It was then 
that my friends began to tell me that Vera 
(“heberiak had been telling everybody that I 
had murdered the boy.

Industrial’ Education in 


Columbus Public Schools 


During the latter part of the late 
century a great wave of industrial sci- 
ence swept over Ahe country, and in 
order to reach thé greatest number of 
people in the quickest way, was intro- 
duced into the public school systems. 
One of the first systems to adopt the 
new form of education was that of Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and for several years the 
children of Columbus have been taught 
the science of ‘right living and the dig- 
nity of work. 

Home economics begins in the fifth 
grade of every grammar shool in the 
city. There little fingers are taught 
to use the scissors, needle and thimble, 
fashioning with their tiny fingers, faa- 
cCinating garments for much elevated 
dolls—an interesting medium for teach- 
ing the foundation of good sewing, 
quality of materials, harmony of color, 
to establish high ideals of dress. The 
girls of the sixth grade continue this 
work by making simple garments for 
themselves and articles of utility and 
beauty fpr the home. Here they are 
taught the use of the sewing machine 
and its mechanism. 

The work in the seventh grade is a 
radical change, for here they begin an- 
other play of household science, the 
study of cooking. Besides the lessons 
in practical cooking they are given an 
initiative peep into applied chemistry. 
phystlology and biology. This work 
continues through the first year and a 
half of the academic high school. Aside 
from giving them practical ability and 
knowledge in this line is the ultimate 
hope to instill into each girl the desire 
to increase her knowledge and to event- 
ually possess an idealy managed home. 

High School Established. 

Having done so much for her girls, 
Columbus was not satisfied, so a few 
years ago, with the aid of interested 
friends of wealth, she established the 
Columbus Industrial High school, where 
her girls could further pursue the study 
of home economics—the foundation of 
life. In this institution home econom- 
ics is divided into two departments— 
domestic science and domestic art. The 
former is required while the latter is 
elective. 

The school lunchroom is a clearing 
house for the domestic science depart- 
ment, as each day the girls must pre- 
pare and serve a good, wholesome 
lunch, at a minimum cost, for the six 
members of the faculty, and as many 
of the students as desire luncheon at 
school. This gives them an opportunity 
to put into daily practice the theories 
taught in the classroom. The cost of 
living, chemistry of cookery, chemis- 
‘try of the laundry, chemistry of clean- 


ing, household bacteriology, home care 
of the sick, the relation of the home 
and public sanitation form a greater 
part of the senior work, and every stu- 


dent is encouraged to aid in enforcing 


the pure fvod laws and the passage of 
any law which will directly or indi- 
rectly affect the welfare of the home. 

Household arts come under three dis- 
tinct heads—plain/ sewing, dresgmak- 
ing and millinery. The plain sewing 
consists of under garments, shirt waist, 
cotton dresses and embroidery. In the 
dressmaking departemnt, patterns are 
drafted, plain dresses of wool and silk 
are made, fancy waists, dresses of 
crepe, silk and chiffone Old dresses are 
remodled and cleaned. Ribbons, silk, 
chiffon, kid gloves, laces, etc. are 
cleaned and dyed. 

In millinery the students are taught 
to remodel old hats, to make frames of 
wire, cape net? buckram and willow, 
and to cover these frames with velvet, 
silk, straw. lace, chiffon, etc., to trim 
and line hats, to make flowers, hair 
ornaments and dress accessories. 


Articles Sold. 


The articles made are usually sold 
for the students themselves or for the 
teacher of the department, but a limited 
amount of work is done for the public, 
also, for which a small charge is made. 

A student completing the course in 
this school will be able to not only per- 
form this work in her home, but make 
ita means of earning her livelthood, In 
fact, so broad is the scope of work here 
that the school has attracted national 
notice, and during the past summer the 
United States department of education 
has had published a government bul- 
letin entitled, “Industrial Education in 
Columbus.” ' 

Now Columbus has been generous 
with her school children by offering 
them the form of education that makes 
most for happiness, good citizenship 
and the ability to earn a good, honest 
living, and we hope to see this form of 
education spread over the entire state 
of Georgia. Especially do the rural sec- 
tions need it. They have at their very 
doors the materials required for teach-' 
ing, while the cities must go out to 
bring them into her schools at great ex- 
pense. We hope the day is not far dis- 
tant when the county and city schools 
are united under the same supervision, 
and thus mutually aided, stride on to 
greater things. The United States de- 
partment of rural education is offering 
greater financial aid to the countips 
and cities that will thus unite. Why 
can’t Muscogee be the first in the state 
to take advantage of this offer’

NEW YORK CLAIMING 
SUGAR TRUST PROPERTY 


New York, December 20.—Suit was 
filed today by the state to compel the 
American Sugar Refining company to 
remove its plant from the Brooklyn 
water front. The plant occupies four 
city blocks and Was erected at a cost 
of millions. 

The company’s title to the land is 
attacked and the claim made that the 
site is state property. 

Letters patent to the site, it is as- 
serted in the petition, were granted 
from 1868 to 1875 to predecessors of 
the company, among them  0being 
Samuel J. Tilden and Grover Cleveland. 
Under terms of these letters patent, 
Attorney General Carmody charges, the 
patentees were entitled to use the land 
only for docking privileges. This was 
done, but in addition, six, eight and 
ten-story buildings have been erected 
thereon.

They gathered at 
the market places and on the street 
corners Or learned things from the al- 
ley wagen peddlers. en came the 
change. A merchant of Pittsburg, Pa.., 
conceived the idea of changing his ads 
once a week; soon twice a week, and 
soon daily, with locals in the reading 
*olumns to help. So, year by year, the 
merchants’ advertisements have grown, 
as onyone can now see, until they have 
become the very heart, soul and meat 
of the daily newspaper. All eyes are 
fecused on the ads. The housewife 
jumps from the breakfast table and 
fairly devours her morning ad news. 
In 30 minutes she knows well what is 
offered in all the different lines, 
whether it be eatables or wearables— 
let it be a standard advertised brand 
of domestic, spool cotton or rug at 
concession and all roads are filled with 
their coming. Let it be well-known 
brands of bacon, sugar, mince meat cr 
canned corn and see how quickly the 
grocer is swamped with orders, and his 
very wagon creaks with the loads. The 
safety is assured in buying such goods, 
too. They are stamped in some way 
the buyer knows. In a piece of goods 
may be on the selvedge or stamped on 
the package. Only last Thursday I 
saw a lady wha got a package of 
linens froma friend at a distant point. 
The moment she opened it she saw 
the stamp of che “Shamrock.” Did 
she need to sponge the end of her 
finger to find out if linen or get a 
measuring glass to count the threads?

remark again, no, sir! They have 
stood the test of over a century of 
time and never found wanting.

Such great papers as The Dry Goods

carry an ounce of their announcement. 
And no reputable store would place 
them on their shelves or counters. The 
merchandise man and the ad man 
would shuffle them to the dump. 

Believe me, the public is well pre- 
tected and impositions are almost im- 
possible. An accurate analysis of this 
whole problem today shcws to my mind 
the absolute futility of anyone ever 
trying to succeed or make any prog- 
ress with any line of goods without 
advertising it. Of course, there are 
articles a merchant tries which do not 
but they were unsuitable for his 
trade. No matter how meritcrious the 
goods, it didn't fit his business. Often 
the same goods in the man’s store right 
across the street was a world-beater. 

Let but the train to make 17 hours 
New York to Chicago be advertised 
and reservations swamp the ticket of- 
fice. Let the advertised goods blowm 
and bloom, for you are safe in buy- 
ing them with your eyes shut. Stores 
and businesses thrive and grow be- 
cause they advertise and sell the best 
advertised goods. But the one big end 
of every business is selling.

No Set of Rules. 
to emphasize one 
is that I am not undertaking 
to lay down a set of rules to be 
pointed to aS a “sure method Dy mail” 
for the development of a tenor. But 
[! shall do my best to impart such in- 
formation as I have gathered through 
nearly twenty years of study and pub- 
lic singing, as well as some things I! 
have learned from distinguished ol- 
leagues in the greatest opera houses 
of the world. 

It is really interesting fbr me to go 
somewhat into the question of tenors, 
for I have always liked to listen to 
young men who felt they wanted Ca- 
reers Similar to those of artists now 
appearing as Faust, Lohengrin and 
other roles of first masculine import- 
ance. Since coming to the United 
States—of which country I am a citi- 
zen—I have heard many untrained 
tenor voices of such exceptional qual- 
ity and resources that I freely admit 
that nowhere else are they seeming- 
ly so plentiful. 

When [I assert this I have in mind an 
indisputable fact, that fact being my 
appreciation of conditions which con- 
cea] from average @ars a vast number 
of fine tenor voices because their 
owners are either engaged in or are 
planning to enter business. If this 
country were not so active commerci- 
ally there would be ten successful 
singers where is one.

While some artistically-inclined peo- 
ple may regard this as more or less a 
calamity, I hold to an opposite view. 
It is proper that we should send first- 
rate singers from the United States 
to all the foremost concert and opera- 
tic stages of all countries, and yet 
there are other tasks that must be 
accomplished if art is to be supported. 

Therefore, I advise that considerable 
thought be given to the question— 
which thousands of young men with 
tenor voices entertain—of striving for 
a professional singing career Before 
you begin it, you steut-hearted young- 
sters, remember well that it is a try- 
ing life in which rewards are only for 
the highly efficient who are willing 
to make gacrifices in order to win. 

If statistics were available showing 
the proportion of failures to the vast 
number of embryonic tenors who have 
had notions of earning their lvings 
with their voices it might have a de- 
terrent effect upon some of their as- 
sociates. As they are not, we can 
only warn, and show a few of the 
hardships that cannot be evaded by 
any one who wishes to have his name 
printed in large letters on eight-sheet 
posters—whether it be opera or con- 
cert. 

The “Top Voice.” 

Perhaps the first thing a tenor ought 
to possess for a start toward a pro- 
fessional singing goal is that we on 
the stage ordinarily term “top voice.”

Sing a resonant high B flat once and 
quite another to give several #euch 
notes in the course of a few minutes— 
often imperative in grand opera. 

I distinctly recall one instance of a 
young man who had an unugual tenor. 
He sang remarkably well naturally, 
and upper register was noticably 
free, and yet after he had sung half 
a dozen high B flats he was all used 
up Moreover, even after he had con- 
siderable training he found his voeal 
endurance in that part of his voice 
to be below the needs for grand opera, 
on which he had his artistic eye. 

One thing should be thoroughhky un- 
derstood by every tenor contemplating 
serious study for professional purposes 
—you need not have a high C in your 
voice, but you must be able to sing a 
high B flat and a high A natural aé 
often as is necessary. By that i mean 
that these “top notes” should be con- 
stantly on hand, and they must be 
as plentiful as the small boys in the 
vicinity of a baseball park when a 
game is going on. 

Right and Wrong Way. 

As most people know,, there is @ 
right way of singing a high tenor tone 
and a wrong way. The former gives 
delight to audiences for the reason 
that a properly placed and properly 
reinforced high A or B flat imparts 
a thrill to the listener unequaled by

The ideally produced high tenor tone 
really calls for less physical effort 
than a lower tone. The reason is that 
the vocal chords do not vibrate except 
at and near the edges in the highest 
notes. and the aperture also is smal- 
ler than when a tone of lower pitch 
is being sung. I know that few tenors 
refrain from using less breath when 
a high note is produced, but that does 
not alter the scientific fact of the

Said it Was Baritone. 

When I sang for the first time for 
an expert he said, upon looking at 
my vocal chords, that they were those 
of a bass. And this man even classi- 
fied my voice—which is the highest 
of high tenors—as a baritone. As may 
be assumed, I sang in a wrong way. 
The moment I gained a reasonably fair 
control of my voice it was most pa- 
tently a tenor in the fullest sense of 
the word. 

Like all other young men who had 
the singing bee buzzing in their heads, 
I craved high tones. But how was I 
to get them? Fortunately I met Pro- 
fessor Ress, of Vienna, and he accom- 
plished wonders for me in the three 
years I worked with him. All during 
that period I was not given a song to 
sing, but I had plenty to do in conquer- 
ing two sets of vocalizes that have 
helped other singers of technical suc- 
cess. 

The one exercise which did more for 
me than any other in the development 
of my “top voice” was the singing, on 
a sustained note, of the word “Schmay, 
wue,” the first word setting the tone 
into position and the second sustaining 
the placement of the tone so that it 
seemed to be felt in that portion of the 
face in the proximity of the lower fore- 
head and nose. The last word is pro- 
nounced “woo” and compels a forward 
setting of the tone which is essential 
to correct emission. 

A great many tenors hum, with the 
mouth closed, and this I have found 
personally to be helpful, as have a 
number of others. I recall speaking to 
that great artist, Frieda Hempel, when 
we were colleagues at the Berlin Royal 
opera. “Fraulein,” I said, “either you 
have a perfect natural voice that was 
placed by nature or else your instruc- 
tion has been of the first order.” 


Not Good fer All Voices. 

She laughed and replied: “Well, I al- 
ways sang when I was a child, running 
about the house and singing this way.
